The Navy secretary told his press 
conference he had “no exclusive in­ 
form ation” on the situation, but it 
was his estim ate “th a t the appear­ 
ance of things Indicates probably 
some attem pt a t taking Italy out 
of the war.” 
He was asked w hether he m eant 
in attem pt bv King Em anuel and 
M arshal Badog’io, successor to M us­ 
solini. 
He replied he m eant such 
an attem pt. 
As to the time, Knox said: 
“I think it will come In the rea­ 
sonably near future.’’

shall continue to make war on Italy 
from every quarter” so long a* she 
continues to plde with the German*.

manders concerned," he said. 
Thus far, the prime minister add­ 
ed, he has received no peace over­ 
tures from Premier Pietro Badoglio’s 
new Italian government. 
"The decision of Italv to contint» 
under the German yoke would not 
seriously affect the general course 
of the war and still less, would it 
alter Its ultimate results," he said. 
‘The only consequence will be 
that in the next few months Italv

other.” 
Meanwhile 
Churchill

no opinion on the new government 
of Italy. 
“The kevstone of the Fascist arch 
has crumbled and without attempt­ 
ing to prophesy it does’ not mem 
unllke’v that the entire Fascist edi­ 
fice will fall to the ground in ruin 
If It has not already dm» so," the 
prime minister declared.

One of the causes of avoidable trouble neglected 
IB studies of the things that keep people from max­ 
imum efficiency In wartime Is eeli-agltation. 
Its victims are individuals who, because of per­ 
sonality traits they have not overcome, or excitement 
and -tbdarastion which make 
them 
susceptible 
to 
irritation, are highly vulnerable to all suggestions or 
trouble. 
" They are a wartime problem Just as truly as food 
shortages and transportation bottlenecks. Their hair- 
tdggec tampers and susceptibility to suggestions of 
qbarrellng lie behind many of the fights that com­ 
plicate the prosecution of the war. They are found 
a$ all levels of the population, from the highest posi­ 
tions in government and management to the most 
ofwcure stations in the war plants. 
In the military organisation, itself, they can be 
dealt with forthrightly. 
No chronic troublemaker 
would be tolerated In a submarine crew, but the dis­ 
cipline is lacking to bar troublemakers from similarly

I! the self-agitators 
would take care of themselves, most of the besetting 
complications of maintaining the efficiency that can 
boat the Axis in the shortest possible time would dis­ 
appear overnight. 


LULL IN THE BATTLE OF WASHINGTON 
Communiques from the battle of Washington in­ 
dicate the lull made possible by 
the congressoinal 
recess la being used to regroup the Roosevelt admin­ 
istration's forces for the next big drive. 
- The apparent atm Is to bolster up as many of the 
Weak places in the home front as possible before con­ 
gress convenes'in September. Despite Its unwilling- 
ne«s to accept ogngresstpnal criticismia^'tts face value, 
the administration finally seems to be acting on the 
suggestion that things would run more smoothly if 
some of the causes of criticism were removed.

* Thus, in the showdown between Secretary of Com­ 
merce Jones and Vice President Wallace, which re­ 
sulted in a defeat for Mr. Wallace, the radicals have 
taken up the cudgels tn his behalf. The newspaper 
PM says he must be kept on the Democratic ticket in 
1M4 to save the New Deal, the tlpoff on what is hap­ 
pening in the struggle for power that goes under the 
name of the battle of Washington.

the prevention of attacks. The lat­ 
est medicine 
for 
epilepsy 
is 
a 
form of glutanic acid which has 
this effect. 
But for many years a standard 
and in some cases quite successful 
treatment for epilepsy was the 
ketogenic diet which, by furnishing 
fat tn large quantities to the re­ 
duction of sugar and starch In the 
diet, created an 
acid 
condition 
also. 
In epilepsy the use of the diet 
reduces the number of convulsions 
sometimes completely.

pounds* as against the black m a r­ 
ket price of $ 300. 
W ith this they were supposed to 
bake uniform bread. But m ost of 
the bakers were sly ly sifting out 
the wheat flour, m aking nice white 
bread, cakes and other things to 
sell at exhorbitant prices to the 
rich, and turning the rem aining 


, m ixture into a dark brown bread 
that grated like unwashed spinach 
between the teeth. 
Sheridan adv ised establishm ents 
of a central bakery and the m in­ 
istry acceded. 
Three warehouses 
were speedily remodeled into bak­ 
eries, and elghL.cn oil-heated brick 
ov ens were installed in each build­ 
ing, Now the bakery is running 24 
hours a day , employ ing 2,000 men 
and a fleet of hollowed-out buses 
which deliv er 3,000 loav es daily to 
each of the 28 gov ernment bread- 
shops throughout this city of 763.- 
000 population.

July 27.—Butter 
wiM cost the housewife two tnore 
points per pound beginning Aug. J,

less and no major changes will be 
made in meat values, the Office of 
Price 
administration 
announced 
today. 
The new red point

will 
remain in effect through Sept. 4. 
The two-pcint increase for butter 
brings the cost 
to

pound. 
Margarine 
remains 
un- 
changed at four points. 
In jumping the point cost of but­ 
ter. OPA said it was attempting 
to bring consumer demands into 
line with the available supply. For 
several months, it was explained, 
civilian consumption of butter had 
exceeded allocations. 
OPA predicted that the higher 
point cast of butter would stimu­ 
late the demand for other fats and 
oils. The new point value for la rd ,! 
is three 
points a 
pound, while 
shortening and salad and cooking ; 
oils are set at four points. 
Two Pork Items Exempted 
OPA removed 
two meat Items ! 
from the rationed ILst. Fresh pork | 
backbones and feet

end) 
which have cost

pound, become ration-free. 
OPA said these Items were made 
ration-free because 
of 
the 
large 
supply and the fact th at govern­ 
ment agencies do 
not 
purchase 
them. Canned pigs feet, bone end, 
will cost one point for August, com­ 
pared with two points during July. 
While no changes were made in 
I he more popular beef cuts, OPA 
predicted an increase of about 10 
per cent In the civilian supply.

Tenders Resignation To King 
A long discussion followed con­ 
cerning the fate of the Fascist 
party in event of his resignation, 
but by the time the meeting broke 
up it was agreed that the Fascist 
organization was secondary to what 
the members believed was the Ital­ 
ian future. 
Early Sunday morning, Mussolini 
went to the royal palace and hand­ 
ed his resignation to King Vittorio 
Emanuele who was kept informed 
of the progress of the meeting and 
had talked with Badoglio. 
Before the public was informed 
of the event, the party took steps 
designed in part to protect the 
leaders and in part to hold those 
considered responsible for the state 
of the nation's affairs. 
Then 
the 
announcement

made Sunday night after Badoglio 
had advised the Germans of his de­ 
cision that “all Italy must be de­ 
fended or Italy 
must

war,” and

Berlin dispatches to the Madrid 
newspaper Informaciones suggested 
today that Adolf Hitler, apparently 
taken by surprise by Premier Mus- 
silini's resignation, would like very 
much to arrange a meeting with 
his successor, Marshal Pietro Ba­ 
doglio.
